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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Amendment 

Amendment, filed on January 10, 2003, has been entered and acknowledged by 
the examiner. 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or- more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being incomplete 

for omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap between the steps. See 

MPEP § 2172.01 . The omitted steps are: The temperature and length of time at which 

the annealing of the organic light emitting device takes place for the final product are 

critical and essential. The annealing temperature and length of time are essential for 

the improved performance of decreasing the operating voltage, increasing the energy 

conversion efficiency, maintaining quantum efficiency, increasing brightness level at a 

given driving current, providing of more consistent device performance and 

homogenizing the device performance of multiple different organic light emitting 

devices. The annealing temperature and length of time are also important to prevent 

the adverse affect on device performance as shown in example 5 of the instant 

specification. The example organic light emitting devices in the specification all use the 

preferred annealing temperature and annealing times. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
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Claims 2-28 are rejected for depending from a rejected claim. 

A 1 12 2 nd paragraph rejection has been determined for claim 1 , as written about 
above. However, a further evaluation of the claim will be done while interpreting 
"annealed condition" as "annealed condition with an annealing temperature from about 
60°C to 100°C, with an annealing time from about 0.25 hrs. to about 25 hrs. and". 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-28 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Claims 2-28 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 

matter: 

Regarding claim 1, the following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The prior art of record neither shows nor suggests an organic light emitting 
device including the combination of all the limitations as set forth in claim 1 , and 
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specifically in an annealed condition with an annealing temperature from about 60 
degrees C to 100 degrees C, an annealing time from about 0.25 hrs. to about 25 hrs. 
and with heating and cooling rates from 0.5 degrees C/min to 20 degrees C/min could 
not be found elsewhere in prior art. 

Regarding claims 2-28, claims 2-28 are allowed for the reasons given in claim 1, 
because of their dependency status on claim 1 .
